Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Services  for  the  year,  1971* 

The  population  increased  by  90  persons.  The  birth  rate  was  still 
above  the  national  average  although  20  fewer  babies  were  born  than  in 
1970.  211  people  died  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  29  over  1970, 

although  the  death  rate  was  still  slightly  below  the  national  average. 
There  were  8  infant  deaths,  6  of  these  in  the  first  week  of  life.  There 
were  16  deaths  from  lung  cancer,  5  of  them  in  women,  which  follows  the 
trend  of  an  increasing  number  of  female  deaths  from  this  cause.  Cancers 
kinds,  accounted  for  26.5%  of  the  deaths,  and  deaths  from  vascular 
diseases  including  coronary  thrombosis  and  strokes,  for  48.3%  the  majority 
of  deaths  occurring  in  the  age  groups  65  years  and  over. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  and  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  courtesy  to  me. 

I  am  grateful  also  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  Surveyor  and 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff  and  other  Council  officials 
for  their  help  to  me  during  the  year.

Surveyor  and  Chief _ Public  Health  Inspector 


SEWERAGE  SCHEMES: 

By  the  end  of  this  year  the  long-awaited  sewerage  scheme  for  Leavenheath 
was  ready  to  start,  together  with  the  considerable  extension  and 

modernisation  of  the  Nay land  Disposal  Works  to  which  Leavenheath  sewage  is  to 
be  pumped  for  treatment. 

The  industrial  dispute  at  the  opening  of  the  year  high-lighted  the  need 
for  standby . emergency  sources  of  power.  A  programme  to  provide  this  has 
commenced  with  the  provision  of  diesel  powered  pumps  at  No.1  Pumphouse,  Long 
Melford  and  Heathway,  Great  Waldingfield. 

Despite  the  removal  of  all  old  sludge  from  the  Cornard  Works  and  the 
ability  to  desludge  the  tanks  more  often  because  of  the  Sludge  Press  House 
at  Long  Melford,  smells  still  emanated  from  the  Works.  Experiments  were 

carried  out  with  deodorisers  with  a  view  to  providing  automatic  deodorising 
next  year. 

The  provision  of  full  two-press  facilities  at  the  Melford  Press  House 
and  the  authorisation  of  Phase  II  extensions  to  the  Melford  Disposal  Works 
will  enable  this  plant  to  deal  with  the  extra  load  caused  by  new  development 
and,  it  is  hoped,  with  the  effluent  problems  of  the  nearby  chemical  works. 

In  the  autumn  part  of  this  effluent  was  received  for  a  trial  period  but 
rapid  deterioration  of  the  final  effluent  from  the  Treatment  Works  proved 
that  at  the  present  time  this  is  not  feasible. 

The  provision  of  sewerage  for  Assington  was  deferred  until  a  joint  scheme 
with  Little  Cornard  can  be  put  in  hand.  For  financial  reasons  a  scheme  for 
the  sewering  of  Waldingfield  Road,  Chilton  was  postponed  until  next  year. 

Present  programming  envisages  that  the  Glemsford  Works  will  be  extended 
in  1972/73,  Assington/Little  Cornard  together  with  Bridge  Street  and  Somerton 
in  1973/74.  Plans  were  also  visualised  for  the  provision  of  greater 
capacity  pumps  and  rising  main,  and  replacement  of  part  of  the  existing 
sewer  to  cope  with  the  proposed  enlargement  of  the  village  of  Acton.

A  mother  and  5  year  old  son  had  food  poisoning  and  Salmonella  agona 
was  isolated  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Ipswich.  The  source  of  the 
infection  was  not  found  but  no  further  cases  were  reported. 

A  married  couple  returned  from  a  holiday  abroad  suffering  from 
gastrointestinal  upset,  notified  by  the  General  Practitioner.  Stool 
samples  were  obtained  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  sent  to  the 
Ipswich  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Salmonella  anatum  was  isolated.  No 

further  cases  were  reported.  Investigations  of  the  three  other  cases  of 
rood— poisoning  were  negative* 


The  outbreak  of  measles  which  had  begun  in  June  1970  continued 
uring  1971.  It  reached  a  peak  of  228  cases  during  the  April  to  June 
quarter  of  1971,  then  subsided  rapidly,  with  only  20  cases  in  the  3rd 
quarter  and  only  4  cases  in  the  4th  quarter  of  the  year.
